Opposition parties organize

ties will hold a mass, outdoor 
demonstration on Saturday night to 
protest the Beirut massacre.

The demonstration, the first ever 
called by the Labour Party, is ex- 
pected to attract hundreds of thou- 
sands of people from all parts of the 
country.

Peres said it was not intended as an 
anti-Likud demonstration but as an 
expression of the Jewish people's 
profound horror at the Beirut 
atrocity, 

Peres said the government had 
originally erred in entering West 
Beirut. where Israel had no security 
interest, and was now making irrele- 
yant claims about arms dumps 
there. 

He accused it of issuing conflic- 
ting statements, which lacked ail 
credibility. The image reflected in 
the world was of a country that did 
not teil the truth, he declared. Peres 
accused Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin of attempting to “put the, 
blame for what happened on 
everyone else: on the Labour Align- 
ment, on the IDF, on the world.

Hussein proposes talks 
on federation with PLO 


AMMAN (Reuter). — King Hus- 
sein of Jordan said vesterday that it 
was time for his country and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) to begin talks on how to form 
the basis of 2 federation. 

Hussein said in a nationally 
broadcast speech to a special ses- 
sion of parliament that the Palesti- 
nian problem is strictiy a Jordanian- 
Palestinian affair.

Three-nation force 
returning to Beirut

WASHINGTON — Announc- 
ing last night that U.S. Marines 
will return to Beirut, President 
Ronald Reagan appealed to 
Israel to withdraw its forces 

from the Lebanese capital. 

Referring to the massacres of 
Palestinians at two Palestinian 
refugee camps over the 
weekend, the president declared 
in a nationwide televised ad- 
dress: “Israe} must have learned 
that there is no way it can im- 
pose its own solutions on 
hatreds as deep and bitter as 
those that produced this 
tragedy. If it seeks to do so, it 
will only sink more deeply into 
the quagmire that looms before 
it 

Reagan said he had instructed 
Secretary of State George Shultz to 
inform the Israeli ambassador in 
Washington, Moshe Arens, that the 
U.S. wanted an immediate pullback 
of Israeli forces from Beirut. 

“Unless Israe] moves quickly and 
courageously to withdraw,” the 
president said, “it will find itself 
ever more deeply involved in 
problems that are not of its own and 
which it cannot solve.” 

During his 10-minute speech the 
president avoided blaming Israel 
directly for responsibility in the 
mass murder. Those who commit- 
ted the atrocity were “‘criminals" he 
said, while not specifying who they 
might be. 

A senior U.S. official, _briefing

reporters before the speech, said 
that the U.S. had asked the Israeli 
government to remove its forces 
from all of Beirut. He refused to dif- 
ferentiate between the eastern and 
westem sectors of the Lebanese 
capital. 

For his part, Reagan said that the 
success of the multi-national’ 
peacekeeping force in Beirut would 
require an Israeli withdrawal from 
the city — he, too; did not differen- 
tiate between east and west. 

France and Italy were also 
returning their soldiers to join the 
American soldiers in Beirut, the 
president added. 

(French President Francois Mit- 
terrand was also scheduled to make 
a nationwide TV address last night.) 

Pentagon officials said that about 


800 U.S. soldiers will be involved in | 


the operation — the same number 
as observed the PLO expulsion 
earlier this month. They were ex- 
pected to leave Italy within the next 
three days. 

In his speech, Reagan strongly 
reaffirmed his determination to 
seek a broader peace between Israel 
and all her neighbours. He pledged 
to proceed, with the Middle East 
peace initiative he revealed on 
September 1, promising “we will 
not be discouraged or deterred.” 

He said that a major lesson 
learned from the recent tragic 
events in Lebanon was that the 
Palestinian question had to be stres- 
sed forcefully and immediately. 

Before the President's address,

Arafat hd Ahad a head-of-state 
reception at la airport by Saudi 
King Fahd, Crown Prince Abdullah 
and other dignitaries. 

Arafat's arrival came amid 
seething discontent in the Arab 
world over the massacre, with new- 
spaper editorials denouncing their 
governments, the U.S. and ad- 
vocates of peace with Israel 

Arafat was quoted in newspapers 
in the Guif area as saying he will no 


‘longer subscribe to an Arab plan for 


peace with Israel approved by a 
sunmit conference in Fez, Moroc- 


‘co, earlier this month. 


In Damascus, meanwhile, the 
Palestine Central Committee said 
yesterday that Israel, the Lebanese 
Army, and the three nations whose 
forces supervised the PLO evacua- 
tion from Beirut were responsible 
for the massacre. 


A statement issued by the com- 
mittee after a one-day meeting 
pledged that the PLO would avenge 
the bloodshed in Beirut. “The 
murderers will have to give a hard 
and bitter account.” it added. 


The statement said the Lebanese 
Army was partly to blame because 
the massacre, at the Sabra and 
Shatilla refugee camps, took place 
after it had taken over respon- 
sibilities in West Beirut. (AP, 
Reuter)

Finance Minister Yoram Aridor

These measures represent the 
only steps outlined in the Finance 
Ministry’s new economic plan on 
which action has not yet been 
taken. - 

Sources said yesterday that the 
Treasury has prepared a list of 
goods on which taxes could be 
reduced, but Aridor ‘must give his 
approval before such cuts can be 


put into effect. 

A third measure proposed in the 
new economic plan — spreading 
out the cost-of-living allowance 
over a longer period by paying part 
of it monthly — is currently being 
discussed by the government’ and 
the Histadrut. Aridor is expected to 
take part in these negotiations. 

The Treasury has proposed to the 
labour federation payment of one- 
third of the November C-o-L rise in 
October. The November figure is 
20.6 per cent. 

The Histadrut has made accep- 
tance of this proposal conditional 
on a corresponding monthly adjust- 
ment of income tax brackets, a step 
not included in the government's 
economic plan,

The company's board of direc- 
tors, which met yesterday to discuss 
the financial implications of both 
the lock-out and of closing Ei Al on 
the Sabbath, did not discuss the 
court hearing, but decided to deal 
with it later this week. 

Chief Magistrate Menahem Har- 
Niv yesterday began hearing the 
workers’ and management's sides in 
the dispute which led to the 
managenent’s lockout of ΕἸ Al 
workers last week. He postponed 
the court hearing to 8 am. today, 
when ΕἸ Al's board is to reply to the 
court's suggestion. 

The Histadrut, which initiated the 
court hearing, asked the judge to is- 
sue an interim injunction forbidding 
ΕἸ Al to implement dismissal notices 
Sent to some 4,000 El Al workers 
last Friday until the court's final rul- 
ing. 

The Histadrut claimed ΕἸ Al had 
violated the work agreements by fir- 
ing 11 cabin stewards, and the dis- 
missals were therefore illegal. El 


Al's works committees asked the 
court for an injunction forbidding 
management from implementing 
the dismissal letters to the Il cabin 
stewards for refusing to sell duty- 
free items and drinks on El Al 
flights. 

The court suggested that El Al 
cancel the dismissals and act ac- 
cording to the collective work 
agreement, which specifies other 
means, including suspension, of 
dealing with truant workers.

JUST AFTER Yasser Arafat's 
departure from Rome. and before 
the weekend massacre in Beirut.

What particularly angered 
Italians was the clash’ between 
Arafat's 15 bodyguards and Italian 
police outside the Italian parliament 
when the police attempted to disarm 
the bodyguards. 

There was a general resentment 
at Arafat's behaviour in ftaly and 
anger at the royal reception which 
the Italian Government had laid on 
for him.

THE WORLD reaction to the massacre of Palestinians in Beirut and 
the Begin government's reaction to that outrage and to that world 
outcry js eerily remmiscent of the opening stages of the Lebanese 


In those early days of June, Israel's enemies and inconstant friends 
joined forces in accusations of genocide and massacre. The world 
now knows that those accusations were based on PLO propaganda, 
and in the case of the Western media, a readiness 10 believe the worst 
about Israel that wus abetted by [srael’s own stumblefoated inability 


Prime Minister Begin responded at the time, not with facts, but 
with strident charges of a world-wide blood libel against Israel. He 


But the mud on Israel's image stuck. 

Now, too. Mr. Begin is seeking to respond to the world’s and 
Israel's own internal anguish over the horrors at the Shatilla and 
Sabra camps, not with facts, nor with deeds. but with the charge of an 
international anti-Semitic blood-libel. 

This official Israeli government reaction to an outrage of such 
horrendous proportions is simply 
enough for the outside world, but_ more important it is not good 
enough for the people of Israel], For it is not only our external image 
that is at question, but our identity as a nation. 

With the emergence of more of the gory details of the Beirut 
massacre two facts would seem to stand out clearly: the Israel army 
units which entered West Beirut and surrounded the Palestinian - 
camps there following the assassination of Bashir Jemayel were in no 
way directly involved in the massacre: but the original offivial state- 
ments that Israe! had no intimation of what was happening in the 
camps and that the Phalange forces which carried out the massacre 
had slipped by the unsuspecting Israeli units were untrue,

There is also evidence that some Israel cabinet ministers were aler- 
ted, as early as Friday morning, that a massacre was in progress.

Even more outlandish is the officially stammered claim that Israel

The depth of mutual hatred between the Palestiniuns and the 
Phalange is well known, as is the record of their mutual brutality. For 
the PLO's massacre of the Christians at Damour in 1975 there was 
the Phalange massacre of Palestinians at Tel el Zaatar. Nor. surely, is 
it a secret to the IDF that Major Sa'ad Haddad’s forces carried out 
their own personal massacre against the Moslems of el-Khayyam in 


The world’s reproach and Israels own sense of anguish and 
humiliation will not be allayed by Mr. Begin’s standard formulas. 

Moreover, the nation will not rest content with the government's 
blanket disavowal that Israel shares any part of the responsibility for 


The people of Israel have a right to a complete and full account of 
what occurred. For the war in Lebanon and the occupation of West 
Beirut were executed in their name and on their behalf. 

Such an account can only be put together by a commission of in- 


publicly proposed such an investigation. 
It is to be regretted that the government failed to take the initiative 
itself. But then neither has it found it necessary so far even to give its 
own official version of what occurred. 
The government will now find it difficult to resist the presi- 
dent's call and likewise difficult to elude the need to place personal 
and ministerial responsibility where it belongs. 
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WHEN ISRAEL invaded Lebanon 
earlier this year and routed that 
country’s PLO-leftist PLO ailfance, 
it totally destroyed the balance of 
forces between Moslem and Chris- 
tian that had prevented either from 
gaining absolute control over the 
country, ᾿ 

With the expulsion of the PLO 
from Beirut and South Lebanon, 
and the utter defeat of its leftist al- 
lies. there are today only two effec- 
tive indigenous military forces in 
Lebanon — that of Major Sa'ad 
Haddad in the south and the 
Phalange-controlled Lebanese 
Forces in Beirut and much of 
Mount Lebanon. 

The country’s large Moslem and 
Palestinian refugee populations, es- 
pecially those in and around Beirut, 
were left almost completely 
defenceless, at the mercy of their 
Christian foes and dependent on the 
ability of the Israel Defence Forces 
and the largely ineffectual Lebanese 
Army to protect them. 

Israel let believe that it was, in 
fact, prepared to take on the 
burden. One of the declared goals 
of the expanded Operation Peace 
for Galilee was to restore order to 
the war-torn country and establish a 
strong central government control~ 
᾿ led by Israel’s most powerful ally in 
Lebanon, the late Bashir Jemayel. 

Even following Jemayel's death in 
Jast Tuesday's bomb blast at his 
Phalange party's headquarters in 
downtown Beirut, Israel indicated 
that it was prepared to take prac~ 
tical steps to maintain law and order 
when it took up key positions in 
West Beirut, and imposed a curfew 
on towns and villages in the south. 

But for 2 reason or reasons yet to 
be adequately explained, the IDF 
proved unequal to the task it had in- 
evitably taken upon itself once it 
upset the existing balance of power 
in Lebanon. 


As a result, hundreds of innocent 
Palestinian refugees — men, women 
and children — were brutally

Statements of this sort not only 
further damage Israel's inter- 
national standing ‘by giving the 
impression of deliberate and cynical 
attempt to shirk all responsiblility 
for the tragedy. They also raise 
more questions than they answer. 

Why, for example, was the IDF 
so quick, after Jemayel’s assassina- 
tion, to deploy in West Beirut and 
not in the refugee camps? 

According to the evacuation 
agreement, both West Beirut and 
the camps were supposed to be 
policed by the Lebanese Army.
